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Introduction 


This book you're holding (or viewing on 
your e-book reader) is a Britannia runic 
reading primer. Britannia runic 1 is a form of 
writing found in the series of Ultima 2 
computer games. If you take a quick peek at 
the remaining 75% of this book, you'll see 
that there is quite a bit of runic script waiting 
back there for you. Those arcane symbols tell 
the complete story of The Shunned House by 
H.P. Lovecraft. 


1 For the purposes of this effort, "runic", as a 
noun, refers to writing made using runes, the system of 
that writing, or to the fictional language achieved by 
that system. As an adjective, runic means to consist of, 
or to incorporate runes.

The Shunned House was written in 1924 
and published in the October 1937 edition of 
Weird Tales magazine. The text is in the 
public domain 3 , making the creation of new 
(and derivative) editions a straightforward 
process. This rendering of the tale is likely 
the largest book of Britannia runic text 
available from which to practice reading at 
speed. 

Many people aren't familiar with 
Britannia runic, or with video game fictional 
languages in general. So before the Lovecraft 
begins, I’m going to describe why curious

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things like Britannia runes exist, and how you 
can make sense of them. 

Fictional Languages in Video Games 

For nearly as long as there have been 
home video games, fictional languages have 
been used to create more immersive player 
experiences. Usually, these are linguistic 
facades, the language equivalent of theatre 
props. But invented languages can do more 
than merely provide atmosphere to a game's 
speech and visuals. Sometimes developers 
integrate fictional languages with the in-game 
challenges the player must overcome. And in 
massively multiplayer online game (MMO) 
settings, a fictional language can serve to 
create a sense of community among 
conversant players. These languages are 
uncommon, but they are by no means rare. 
On to a few examples... 
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Fictionaries / Ideograms 

One of the earliest examples of a video 
game fictional language comes from the 
interactive fiction (IF) 4 game Infidel (©1983 
Infocom). Infidel casts the player into the 
role of an archeologist's assistant, a puerile 
antihero who sets out to discover and explore 
a lost pyramid. Interactive fiction games date 
back to the less capable computers of the 
1970s, so the game experience is generally 
text only. Interacting with Infidel requires 
reading descriptions of locations and events, 
and then entering short sentence commands 
for the game's protagonist to carry out (e.g., 
"PUT GOLDEN CHALICE IN SACK").

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Infidel's fictional language features 
hieroglyphics, which were drawn using 
symbols available on standard keyboards. A 
few of the hieroglyphs (along with their 
meanings) were given in the printed game 
materials, but the majority of them are 
discovered while exploring. These 
hieroglyphs were designed to be deciphered 
based on the context in which they are 
encountered. Understanding the hieroglyphs 
is essential to solving puzzles and avoiding 
the pyramid's traps. By the end of the game, a 
player would know that...

...translates to "place the book on the 
queen's [sarcophagus's] large recess and the 
scarab on the queen's small recess". As you 
can see, this language is basically a word-for- 
word substitution, an approach that TV 
Tropes 5 refers to as a "fictionary". 

Another game that incorporates fictionary 
language elements into its challenges is

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Ingress (©2013 Niantic Labs), a location- 
based, augmented reality game. Using smart 
phones, millions of players worldwide 
compete in a single massive ongoing game 
setting. 

Players are divided into two opposing 
factions, the green (the Enlightened) and the 
blue (the Resistance). Much of the game is 
spent attempting to gain control over portals, 
which exist as a virtual construct atop real- 
world landmarks. When two portals are 
controlled by the same faction, a portal link (a 
straight connecting line) can be made between 
them, as long as it doesn’t intersect any other 
existing links. Three linked portals create a 
triangular field, claiming the surrounded 
"mind units" therein. 

During portal hacking, Ingress makes use 
of its 100+ different fictionary glyphs. All 
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glyphs are constructed within a common 
template — a hexagon in which eleven 
vertices are arranged. Each glyph word is a 
unique connected path through two or more of 
these vertices. Depending on the player level 
and portal defenses, a player is shown 
between one and five glyphs in rapid 
succession, and then given a limited amount 
of time to retrace those glyphs on her smart 
phone screen. Players who memorize the 
word meanings of the glyphs can more easily 
recall the sequence as a sentence.

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Closely related to fictionaries is the use 
of ideograms. Instead of representing specific 
words, ideograms convey concepts (e.g., the 
standard text-less no smoking symbol on 
airplanes). Oquonie (©2014 David Mondou- 
Labbe) is a puzzle game notable for its 
complete lack of text. New players are 
bewildered by the frequent encounters with 
the game's Mayan-like ideogram-based 
language, the meaning of which (as with 
Infidel) is gradually revealed via exploration 
and experimentation.

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Conlangs 

Now and then, games will attempt a high 
degree of realism in their fictitious languages. 
At their most sophisticated, these are referred 
to as constructed languages, or "conlangs". 8 
They can be a key part of the overall 
worldbuilding during game development, 
adding historical and cultural depth to the 
setting. 

When the race of Gargoyles was 
introduced in Ultima VI: The False Prophet 
(©1990 Origin Systems), the story became 
one of a cautionary tale of prejudice. A 
gargoyle conlang known as Gargish was used 
to create an initial language barrier in the

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game, allowing the player to engage in worst- 
first thinking about the gargoyle race. 
Herman Miller crafted the Gargish conlang, 
infusing it with a heaping dose of gargoylian 
Weltanschauung. 

The language has a 30-letter alphabet...

...and around a 500-word vocabulary. 
Many Gargish words are constructed from the

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combination of other words in its vocabulary, 
and many of the language's suffixes are words 
in their own right. Figure 5 shows the first 
few Gargish words from Ultima Vi's in-game 
Book of Prophecies. I enjoyed digging out my 
old copy of Captain John's Gargish 
Dictionary 10 to do the following translation:

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Another noteworthy conlang comes from 
the puzzle / adventure game Riven (©1997 
Cyan, Inc.), the second installment to the 
Myst series. Riven introduced players to the 
D’ni language, which was created by Richard 
A. Watson. In addition to a 35-letter alphabet 
and a 700+ word vocabulary, D’ni has a 
fascinating base-25 number system: 
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Figure 6: D'ni has glyphs for twenty-five digits 

Figure 6 shows D’ni's twenty-five 
numerical digits. Notice that the five symbols 
across the top row, when rotated 90° 
counterclockwise, match the symbols in the 
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leftmost column. Each of the other sixteen 
glyphs in the layout is derived by 
superimposing its (topmost) column symbol 
with its (leftmost) row symbol. For example, 
the glyph representing the value six is arrived 
at by combining the glyphs that represent one 
and five. 

With these symbols, D’ni can expresses 
arbitrarily large numbers in base 25 as shown 
in Figure 7:

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Perhaps the most ambitious conlang 
undertaking to date was Tho Fan, developed 
for the action RPG Jade Empire (©2005 
BioWare). It took linguist Wolf Wikeley four 
months to create the conlang's fully fleshed- 
out grammar and whopping 2,500-word 
vocabulary. However, the overall reception 
to this game-design extravagance was mixed. 

"Cipher" Languages 

Conlangs may not be worth the game 
development effort, especially when the 
fictional languages are used as atmospheric 
incidentals and not integrated with gameplay 
goals. When just the thin veneer of an 
otherworldly language is needed, generally 
little more is required than an otherworldly 
font. The effort-to-payoff ratio of this 
approach easily hits that "good enough" game 
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design sweet spot. Strange fonts have been 
(and continue to be) the prevalent form of 
fictional languages across the span of video 
games. 

That said, merely changing the font can 
be surprisingly effective. In practice, some 
set of alien, cyber-like, or other genre¬ 
adhering glyphs replace each of the standard 
symbols in the alphabet, making the text, at 
first glance, unreadable. These kinds of 
fictional alphabets are referred to as a cipher 
language (or sometimes as "wingdinglish"). 
They have the form of a classic simple 
substitution cipher, structurally on par with 
the Sunday paper's cryptogram, but a bit more 
visually appealing. 11

the Indiana Jones ride in Disneyland. So-called 
"Marabic petroglyphs" (or "maraglyphics") are carved 
into the temple walls, giving would-be adventures 
instructions and ominous warnings. With plenty of 
time waiting in line, and a generous helping of 
contextual clues, many of the Disneyland guests are 
able to translate the symbols by the time they're finally 
strapped in. It also helps that over half of the symbols 
look roughly like their English equivalents.

Frequently, the mapping from symbols to 
letters is explicitly given within the game or 
the game's instructions. And often the ability 
to translate isn't required to fulfill the game 
objectives. This means that the more onerous 
methods of interpreting single substitution 
ciphers (such as letter frequency analysis) are 
rarely required. 

A ridiculously convoluted example is 
found in the Luminoth fictional alphabet, 
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created for Metroid Prime 2: Echoes (©2004 
Nintendo), in which each letter is represented 
by a complex, three-dimensionally connected 
set of uniform-length line segments. Words 
are formed by joining these letter structures 
together, creating even larger 3D shapes.

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Color highlighting occurs for sections of 
the shape visually obscured by its parts in the 
foreground, and more importantly, where the 
vertices overlap at word boundaries. For 
example, the word "dark" (Figure 9) is 
formed from the three-dimensional glyphs 
shown in Figure 10:

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Ultima Runic / Britannia Runes 

I have a favorite video game cipher 
language — the Britannia runes from the 
Ultima series of games. My on-and-off 
fixation with runic is why this practice¬ 
reading book exists. 

The Ultima series was created by the 
celebrated game designer Richard Garriott. 
The original series began with Ultima I: The 
First Age of Darkness (©1981 California 
Pacific Computer Company) and concluded 
with Ultima IX: Ascension (©1999 Electronic 
Arts). The Britannia runic letters were 
present in the maps (usually cloth) and other 
feelies 14 that came with the games. 15

Runic text made a first, but minimal, in¬ 
game appearance in Ultima IV, but was fully 
incorporated into the gameplay by Ultima V: 
Warriors of Destiny (©1988 Origin Systems).

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Ultima V extended the runic system used in 
the first four games by adding a symbol for Q, 
a unique symbol for V (which was previously 
indistinguishable from U), and by modifying 
the J symbol (which had previously looked 
similar to the I symbol). This is considered 
by many to be the "canonical" set of thirty- 
one Britannia runes. It was this runic set that 
was to be used throughout the remainder of 
the original series. The associations between 
English letters and the runes are shown 
below:

The five double-letter glyphs (shown at 
the bottom of Figure 12) are sometimes 
referred to as ligatures, and they represent any 
sound appropriate to their letter pairings. For 
example, the EA glyph 'T' can be used in the 
words "EAt" (long e), "sprEAd" (short e), and

The Ultima V game engine made use of 
standard kernel 19 routines for displaying runic 
along with conventional game text. This 
means that on the older 8-bit target platforms 
(i.e. Commodore 64 and Apple II), the runes 
just barely fit into the standard character 
display resolutions. As an example, here is

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Characters on the Apple II are even more 
constrained, with only a 7x8-pixel display 
area per character. 22 In these systems, 
characters are placed pixel-adjacent to each 
other on screen. Because of this, pixel gutters 
are included in the character design (generally 
on the bottom, and one or both sides) to 
provide gaps between the characters, as 
shown in Figure 14. 

I first encountered Britannia runic in my 
early teenage years, and I instantly fell in love 
with the aesthetic. I found writing in runes to 
be a mix of beauty and secrecy, as well as an 
escape from the mundane. For me, this

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fictional language provided a way to bring 
some of the game out into the real world. I 
would occasionally write runic notes to a 
friend in class that also played Ultima games. 
Who, among children that have passed 
enciphered school notes, didn’t harbor the 
juvenile hope that the message might be 
viewed by someone other than the intended 
recipient? I delighted in the fantasy that the 
contents would be impenetrable. In reality, of 
course, no one cared. But thirty years later, I 
find that the runes have stuck with me. More 
than once, I have written runic messages in 
bed-and-breakfast log books. Years ago, I 
nearly made a "my other car is a moongate" 
bumper sticker in Ultima runic, but held my 
geek in check at the last minute. 

During the burgeoning years of the role- 
playing video game genre, the Ultima series 
was consistently groundbreaking in its 
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innovations. Many of the features of the 
series were quickly adopted as game industry 
accepted practices. Ultima games are credited 
with having coined the term "avatar" to refer 
to the player within the game, with being the 
first to feature tile-based worlds and 3D- 
perspective dungeons, and many other (now 
conventional) processing advancements 
developed to address the MMO-scaling 
demands of Ultima Online (©1997 Origin 
Systems) 23 . 

Unsurprisingly, many gamers that grew 
up playing Ultima were inspired to become 
game programmers themselves. Though the 
internet fanboys haven't seemed to notice,

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Fargo) have mentioned their formative 
exposure to the Ultima games. 25 

I had the opportunity to dust off my rune- 
craft on a recent trip to Austin, Texas. Just 
outside of Richard Garriott's impressive 
mansion is "Necropolis of Britannia Manor 
III" 26 , one of Garriott's hidden geocaches 27 . 
After a long trek through an elaborate display 
of skeletons, zombies, coffins, and 
tombstones, the cacher arrives at a code- 
locked 12’ tall wooden structure which

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contains a wooden chest holding the 
geocache 28 . It also houses a hand-cranked 
machine that will elongate a quarter while 
pressing a design into it. The front of the 
pressed coin shows Garriott's portrait, and the 
back his nearby mansion. 29 Both sides make 
use of his runic system:

If you haven’t played Ultima games, but 
the runic script looks familiar, it may be 
because Garriott adapted the symbols from 
J.R.R. Tolkien’s dwarf runes 31 , a cipher

glyphs (irrespective of their letter assignments) all 
belong to the set of glyphs Tolkien used for the dwarf 
runes. Had Garriott adapted his runes from earlier 
runic systems (i.e. Elder Futhark, Anglo-Saxon, 
Marcomannic, Younger Futhark, Medieval, or 
Dalecarlian), there would have likely been a least a few 
glyph differences from the dwarf runes (see 
https://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Runes). Also, Tolkien 
appears to have invented a glyph for K, which is the 
same K glyph in Ultima Runic.

Ultima IV runic is similar to dwarf runes 
in that the two systems share the same J 
symbol, they both reuse the same U symbol 
for V, and neither have a Q (Tolkien replaced 
the letters "QU" with the phonetically-similar 
"CW"). Britannia runic differs from dwarf 
runes by swapping the H with the W, the X 
with the Z, and the NG with the EE symbol.

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Tolkien used a dot to separate horizontally- 
adjacent words, a practice frequently 
observed in Britannia runic. 35 Runic has no 
word-group delimiters, however Tolkien used 
a symbol consisting of a column of three dots 
for sentence termination, and two of these 
symbols for a paragraph end. With dwarf 
runes, words will sometimes break on margin 
boundaries, whereas Britannia runic employs 
word wrapping. 

In 2013, New Britannia runes were 
established for Garriott's upcoming game 
Shroud of the Avatar: Forsaken Virtues 
(©2015 Portalarium). Changes were made to

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the runes, most notably, the dropping of the 
two-letter ligatures (which will undoubtedly 
make it easier for new players). In addition, 
the symbols for H and W were swapped, 
matching Tolkien's dwarf runes assignments. 
J, K, and P have also changed to glyphs that 
can be found in Anglo-Saxon and Elder 
Futhark runes (albeit with different letter 
assignments). 

This reading primer will not be using 
New Britannia runic, but serves to reinforce 
the old ways. 

Concluding Thoughts 

I collect books on all aspects of video 
game studies, and thought that there weren't 
any that addressed video game fictional 
languages. But after I wrote this introduction, 
I did one last check, and found From Elvish to 
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Klingon: Exploring Invented Languages 
(©2011 Oxford University Press). This is a 
multi-author compilation, and James Portnow 
has contributed a chapter on this much- 
neglected topic. He gives similar treatment 
to the D’ni numbering system (recall Figure 
7), but goes into far more depth than I on 
Gargish. Check it out. 

My selection of H.P. Lovecraft's The 
Shunned House was based on its short length 
and public domain status. That, and it seemed 
a better fit for Garriott's mystic runes than, 
say, Pride and Prejudice (also public 
domain). To avoid tedium and the errors that 
come with it, I wrote a program to automate 
the conversion of the Lovecraft story into 
runic text. This included auto-translating 
numbers and dates into words, as runic has no 
symbols for digits. These should be the only 
changes to the original text. 
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For what little practical value nostalgia 
imparts to us, it's ridiculously compelling. 
Writing about these things is a way to revisit 
old toys again. Through this effort, I'm 
creating precisely the kind of retro-geek book 
I’d like to have on my shelf. Generation Xers 
were among the first to have been raised with 
digital experiences, and video games often 
feature prominently among their formative 
cultural touchstones. So it's no surprise that 
there's a growing population of those who 
indulge in retro-geeky techno-reminiscing, 
especially when (as with classic Ultima 
games) their memories are bound up in music, 
art, and storytelling. 

The low costs of self-publishing mean 
that such niche interests don't constitute a 
barrier to expression. I'm looking forward to 
reading through this runic (that follows) in my 
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hammock while the warm evening weather 
lasts.
